It has been announced by the 
Honourable Ambrose Holowach, 
Provincial Secretary for the Pro¬ 
vince of Alberta and chairman of 
the Alberta Centennial Committee, 
and by the Honourable Maurice 
Lamontagne, Secretary of State 
and federal minister responsible for 
Centennial affairs, that both 
federal and provincial approval has 
been granted to five Alberta muni¬ 
cipalities for their applications for 
Centennial grants. 

The County of Barrhead, No. 11, 
plans the construction of a new 
Mosside Community Centre Hall. 

The Municipal District of West- 
lock No. 92 will develop a ski hill.

Crop Outlook Improved 
By Last Week's Rain 


Rainfall received in the County 
of Vulcan area the middle of last 
week averaged about one inch and 
stopped the deterioration of the 
crops due to fields burning. Some 
reduction in yield is expected in 
fields that show signs of burning 
but the rain came in time to as¬ 
sure good filling of heads. 

The Alberta Wheat Pool crop 
reports show possible average 
yields now tango from an estimat¬ 
ed 25 bus. per acre at Travers and 
Peacock to an estimated high of 
40 bus. per acre at Brant, Queens¬ 
town and Champion, with the 
average for other county points 
shown at 30 to 35 bus. of spring 
wheat per acre.

Swim Course 
Available For 
Pre-school Children

Two new swimming courses will 
be starting next Monday, August 
16. The first concerns the pre- 
school age children. There is room 
for about 10 children of ages 5 
and 6 years to register for the 
lessons. The registration fee will 
be 1.50 for the course, but admis¬ 
sion to the course may be refused 
to pupils if they prove to be hesi¬ 
tant in entering the water. We 
would prefer it if the children can 
already put their heads under 
water. The lessons will carry 
through one week only and we 
expect to run a couple of these 
courses. 

The second course starting Mon¬ 
day is part of the Royal Lifesaving 
Society program. It is the Bronze 
Cross and is offered to candidates 
who have reached their fifteenth 
birthday. Since this course is pro¬ 
vided by the RLSS an examination 
fee of $1.50 must accompany the 
application.

Commute Sentence 

In Canada between January 1, 
1957 and May 25, 1965, the death 
penalty was imposed on 85 murder¬ 
ers by the court.

small area. Insecticide sprays such 
as Aldrin, Dieldrin or Toxaphane 
are recommended for larger areas. 
Guthion is suggested for the irri¬ 
gation area where potato beetles 
seem to have built-up a resistance 
to other chemicals. 

Mr. Gurba strongly advises 
growers to clean their sprayers 
thoroughly before using them on 
potato crops. Herbicide residues 
left in the equipment from pre¬ 
vious operation could damage the 
potato plants. 

Further information on Colorado 
potato beetle control is contained 
in the publications "Control of 
Garden Pests" and "Chemical Con¬ 
trol of Field Crop Insects — 1965".

Higher Car Rates For Bachelors? 

Carefree young (age 25-29) bachelors are likely 
to find their car insurance premiums higher next 
year, Robert Catherwood warns in The Financial Post. 
Parents with daughters under 25 who occasionally 
drive the family car may also be in for an increase. 
And companies owning or leasing cars for business 
may pay more to insure them. These are three of a 
number of changes in auto insurance rates indicated 
by careful analysis of premium and loss figures, some 
insurance men say. Almost all companies lost money 
on auto insurance last year and the outlook for the 
current year is not good. 

Owners of small cars may also have to pay more. 
Many of these cars have engines in the rear and the 
prevalence of rearend collisions is shooting up repair 
costs. Injuries to occupants of small cars are often 
more severe, too. All these changes are in the dis¬ 
cussion stage now.
